The Election 


The Officers and those members who had spent the night at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel were awakened early by the sound of 
Reveille and followed the traditional work of the Anniversary 
Day, as recorded in the account of Captain Hudson’s Annual 
Record. Again we follow the practice of former Records by 
endeavoring to tie together the closing of the old Administration 
with the beginning of the new, and to see what the passing year 
has recorded in City, State, National and International affairs. 

In looking over other and recent Reports, we are impressed 
with the fact that nearly always there has been a prevailing note 
of optimism in viewing National and International affairs, but 
recently that is being dissipated and there is a general feeling 
of fear and distrust among nearly all of the peoples of the 
world. The so-called “Iron Curtain” has not been lifted, as it 
had been hoped would happen, but, rather, has been drawn more 
closely to conceal the military activities of those Nations who are 
so opposed to a Democratic way of life. 

The ideological conflicts now taking place in nearly every 
nation in the world seem to stem from great and fundamental 
differences in men’s minds. Shall the countries of the world be 
ruled by Dictators, or by those who represent, and are chosen as 
leaders by the voice of the people? Shall the nations live in 
peace with each other or shall the whole world become armed 
camps constantly tearing at each other’s throats? Shall tyranny 
prevail over Democracy, so that the will of one man or of a 
small group of men shall govern the world and take away the 
individual freedom from all other men? In our own country 
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we have enjoyed such liberties and freedoms as are vouchsafed 
to few men in other lands. We are now in the midst of another 
war, the third in one generation, (although some of our public 
men say we are not at war ask the fathers and mothers who have 
received the fateful news of the death of a beloved son). If this 
is to be our lot from now on, we may well wonder what has 
become of the lofty ideals and the rules for peaceful living of 
those men who established our Country, many of whom laid 
down their lives to perpetuate those ideals. 

As we read the first Amendments to our Constitution, we see 
that the Founding Fathers intended to establish and make certain 
that men should enjoy the Freedoms to which they are entitled, 
the Freedoms of Speech, Print and Worship. It is through these 
Freedoms that we have our Liberties under the “Bill of Rights”. 
We must bear in mind, however, that “My Liberty ends when it 
begins to involve the possibility of ruin to my neighbor”. 

There is another sense of Freedom which we sometimes miss. 
The word “Freedom” comes from two old Anglo Saxon words 
meaning I'ree and Doom. That means, in a sense, that man has the 
right to “doom” himself if he cannot be free, that man may choose 
death rather than become enslaved. Patrick Henry put it in 
words when he said “Give me Liberty or give me Death”. Thus 
man has the power, if he so wills, to refuse to be made a slave, 
because no one can take away from him the right to die. If he 
loses all else, he still has his “Free Doom” to die rather than 
become enslaved. 

As this is being written, the fear of the Atomic Bomb still 
persists, and we are told so many differing opinions as to its 
power and danger that there is a feeling of near hysteria as the 
subject is discussed. Added to that are the dreadful implications 
inherent in the accounts of the devastating power of the Hydrogen 
Bomb and Bacterial Warfare until one begins to wonder if man- 
kind is tired of living and intends to loose upon the world a 
cataclysmic war which shall destroy our civilization and begin 
once more a thousand years of “The Dark Ages”. It is even 
hinted that the explosion of such bombs as these might set up a 
chain reaction in the hydrogen in our atmosphere with a result- 
ing flash of fire which would destroy all life on the Planet. The 
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human mind is staggered at some of the hinted possibilities and 
has fear which the scientists are unable to quell. We hope the 
world is not holding another “Pandora’s Box” the lifting of 
whose lid will loosen disaster of such a magnitude as the human 
mind is unable to picture. 


There is a remedy to all of this which seems so simple that 
one wonders at its lack. There must be a return to the Spiritual 
things of life. By Spiritual we do not mean Religious life. There 
are in every human mind elements of good which can be de- 
veloped to destroy the evil passions and impulses which now 
seem to control our lives, if the human race will take as its 
guide the “Golden Rule” which a great man once named as the 
“Eleventh Commandment”. There are also in these new discov- 
eries elements which, if used for peaceful ends, would result in 
such an improvement in the life of all nations as history never 
has seen, We are reminded of a verse in a recent Anniversary 


Ode: 


Almost, since history’s writ began, 
“War! War has been the curse of man, 
Oh! shall we never learn? 

Shall we not say to Science, cease 
Your thoughts of war, give thought to Peace, 
Destructive efforts spurn 

Shatter the Atom if you may, 

Bring forth some new mysterious Ray 
But fashion these to health, 

This Nuclear Fission has the power 
To lighten every laboring hour, 

Add to all Nation’s wealth. 


God grant that somewhere, somehow, there shall arise men of 
such stature that they shall solve these dreadful matters, and 
bring us to that happy hour. 

“When ’til suns fade 
And worlds grow cold, 
Our children’s children shall behold 
The miracle of Peace.” 
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We are grieved to report the death of one of our Honorary 
Members. To be elected to the small group of Honorary Mem- 
bers is an honor which is bestowed by the Company upon those 
who have distinguished themselves in public service and thus 
have reflected credit to our Corps, so that it seems fitting to pause 
briefly when one such passes away. 

Major General Beaumont B. Buck, U. S. A. was elected an 
Honorary Member September 8, 1919 and died February 11, 
1950, thus having added luster to our Honorary list for 31 years. 
He was always deeply interested in our Company, and, in 1916, 
while stationed in Boston, helped the Company organize and 
train the First Provisional Company of the Ancients whose serv- 
ices were offered the National Government in case of war or 
emergency. He was one of the few of the West Point Class 
of 1885..The general was a senior major of the 2d Texas Volun- 
teer Infantry during the Spanish-American War and he com- 
manded the Third Division in Europe during World War I. 
During that war, he was gassed in the Battle of the Argonne. 

When World War I began, he had served as commanding 
officer and administrator in many sections of the Philippine 
islands, 

He went to France in 1917 as a colonel and came out of the 
war as a major general. He participated in the battles of Can- 
tigny, Soissons and Berzy-le-Sec, in command of the Third 
Infantry division. 

In the latter battle, he won the Distinguished Service Cross, 
his most cherished decoration, for leading his brigade in the 
capture of the last objective of his division in the battle. 

He was the only American general to receive the Chevalier 
Cross of the Legion of Honor. He held numerous other high 
awards. 

He was senior member of San Antonio’s retired army 
colony and had lived there since 1920. He retired in 1924 but 
was called back to active duty for another 7-year period shortly 
after. 

His ninetieth birthday celebration brought together many old 
army men with whom he had served during his long military 
career. 
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At 90, Gen. Buck was still agile and erect and every bit an 
officer. 


This year, the Drum Head Election placed the Gorget and 
Gavel in the hands of Lieutenant Colonel Edward J. Kane, who 
had come up to the leadership of the Company through all the 
subordinate offices. The election was a most approved and well- 
deserved action by the members, recognizing the worth of service 
Colonel Kane had rendered over a long period of years.

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AT THE CENOTAPH 


Captain Kane introduced COLONEL RAUSCHER, ar tHe Cenorapn, 
Ciry Hatt Square, who then addressed the gathering: 

Your Worship, Ladies and Gentlemen: We are met in this honoured and 
hallowed place in the presence of a sacred symbol of fidelity and patriotism 
of brothers in arms for whom the Last Post has sounded, not to mourn, 
but rather to revere, cherish and remember. At this moment our minds 
and hearts irrestistibly turn to the all too many men and women of the 
Queen City of Toronto who gave their last full measure of devotion to 
duty on the field of honour. These heroic dead need no eulogy from us. 
They are at peace. Love of country was their only incentive and their 
country’s gratitude their only reward. 

They bravely faced the stark realism of war and answered unafraid 
the summons of our Eternal Commander to the haven of his Heavenly 
Kingdom. Each for himself in his humble way gathered up the cherished 
purposes of life, its hopes, its aims and ambitions — even life itself — 
and cast all into the scale of battle for a common cause in the name of 
God and country. 


Today we are assembled in peaceful sanctuary, although the world has 
not found the peace for which these faithful have died, but they have not 
died in vain. The inspiration of their deed is a challenge to us to preserve 
and perpetuate the priceless heritage of freedom which their glorious 
achievement has bequeathed. It is for us to heed their devotion and 
fidelity to their country’s ideals, and face with faith, purpose, patience, 
courage and understanding whatever trials the future may have in store. 
And may this high resolution be a living memorial of their great sacrifice 
while reflecting the deep and heart-felt sincerity of the benediction that 
we, the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, humbly and affectionately bestow upon our beloved dead. 

Captain Kane: We now have the privilege of listening to your 
honored Mayor, Mayor McCallum. 

Mayor McCatium: Colonel and Gentlemen: I assure you, on behalf 
of the people of this city, that we are very happy to welcome you here 
this morning. I know that it seems that about every twenty-one years you 
pay a visit to the City of Toronto, 1907 I believe, 1928 and again in 1949, 
and I can assure you that we are very happy to have you with us, and 
would hope that probably it won’t be twenty-one years before you come 


_back again. 


We appreciate your laying your wreath upon our Cenotaph. I think it 
brings us closer together. It remembers those who have died that we might 
go on, and I think we all agree that the destinies of your great country and 
our country and the British Commonwealth of Nations are wrapped up 
together. 
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Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts, welcome to the City of Toronto. 


In the afternoon the Sergeants gave a cocktail party with 
impromptu talent, and in the afternoon tendered a compli- 
mentary party to the Captain and his guests. In the evening 
the members were invited to the Shriners Circus as the guests 
of Grant Fraser, Potentate of Ramesis Temple, SAAONMS. 
This was the opening night of the Circus, a three ring affair 
with the usual Circus features, elephants, lions, seals, horses, 
trapese artists, etc., a brilliant show, much enjoyed by the more 
than forty members who attended, and who were introduced by 
the Potentate as his friends from Boston.

The next gentleman 
Brigadier-General I, H. Cumberland, D.S.O., O.B.E., E.D. Next, 
Brigadier-General F. D. Lace, D.S.O., O.B.E. Next Lt. Col. 
Andrew J. Seiler. Then gentlemen, it’s a real pleasure to introduce 
to you all our oldest member, 96 years young, Sgt. Daniel B. H. 
Power. Sgt. Power has served his Company 54 years. And he said 
a short while ago, he hoped he wouldn’t last too long because 
he has a date a little later.

Caprain Kane: Gentlemen, in response to the toast, “The 
Dominion of Canada” we are very fortunate in having with us 
not only one of our most popular members, the only Canadian 
member we have, but one who is universally loved by the entire 
Company, a grand fellow, the Governor of New Brunswick, who 
is affectionately called by the Members of the Company just 
plain Larry MacLaren. 

Governor MacLaren: Capt. Kane, Col. Welsh — who I do believe is 
representing His Honor, the Lt. Governor of Ontario and also the Premier: 
First of all, Col, Welsh, I would like to extend through you a greeting 
to the Province of Ontario from that little Province of ours by the sea, 
the Province of New Brunswick. Then I would also like to congratulate 
General Vokes on the splendid showing that the Princess Pats made when 
they took you up to the Cenotaph. 


Capt. Kane, I wish first to say to my fellow members that this morning 
when we had this little breakfast I was very touched when you presented 


‘to me a pen, and on that pen was the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
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Company of Massachusetts, 1949, And I can assure you, as the representa- 
tive of His Majesty the King, when I have to sign those different Orders- 
in-Council, it will be quite a tribute to Massachusetts and the United 
States and Canada that they will be written by a pen given to me by my 
fellow comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. 

I only want to speak very briefly to you tonight, but I first want to 
speak of Canada, naturally, my native land. And had it not been perhaps 
for two World Wars, 1914-1918 and then back to 1939-1945, we would 
have had a great deal larger population than we have, because Canada 
was growing rapidly in those days. But, you see, when that war came along 
we stopped everything, we sent our sons over, and ever. since, Canada has 
not got quite back to what we would like to see our population. You see, 
we are only thirteen million two hundred people. We have the nickel, the 
uranium and one of the greatest countries in the world. 

We hear of this Atomic Bomb and what that may be, but I always think 
when the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts come 
to our country and we go together, we must relax at times and have a 
little laugh, because my medical man tells me it is the greatest thing in 
the world to relax. 

And now I just want to say this to you, that Canada is no longer a 
Colony, no longer a protectorate. We are the liaison between Great Britain 
and the United States. Because we have worked together for those years, 
you people to the South may sometimes look at us and think that we are 
not perhaps as big as we are. We aren’t in population, but I always re- 
member when Kipling some forty or forty-five years ago visualized what 
our Canada would be when he wrote those immortal lines and said to 
the world: 

“A nation spoke to a nation, 
A Queen sent word to a throne, 
Daughter am I in my Mother’s house, 
But Mistress in my own. 
“The gates are mine to open, 
And the gates are mine to close, 
And I set my house in order, 
Said the lady of the house.” 


Yes, Canada sets her house in order and we stand as you do, for that 
life that we know that we have always had and that we might worship 
in the faith of our Fathers. And we say to the world that with this great 
United States and with our Commonwealth of British Nations that we will 
stand for nothing more than we have, the right to worship, the right to 
have our standard of life as we have. There are people in this world who 
don’t like that standard, who tell us they have a better form of life to live. 
We tell them all right, you take it, but we stand together and are going 
to stand together, you and I, the United States of America and our British 
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Commonwealth of Nations. We are going to stand for the peace of the 
world, and to those Nations who do not want that, all we need say is, if 
you do not wish it, then if we have to do it, we will do it, and you will 
get it in full measure. 

ApsuTANT PereiRA: Before proposing the fourth regular 
toast, I want to thank Mr. MacNally, of the Toronto Convention 
Association, for all the work he did for us since July the Sth or 
6th. He attended to all the details that he was requested. I also 
want to thank Col. Brennan, of Central Command of Oakville, 
for his part in making the parade a success and sending us all 
the necessary literature that we needed to carry out the Fall Tour 
Duty and this dinner tonight.

Capt. Kane: In answer to the toast, “The Province of Ontario”, 
we are privileged to have with us Col. Arthur W. Welsh, who is 
the Provincial Secretary of the Province of Ontario. 

May I say that Col. Welsh has been very helpful to us in 
setting up this trip, and we certainly appreciate his efforts. 

COL. (THE HONORABLE) ARTHUR W. WELSH, D.S.0O. & BAR 
Provincial Secretary of the Province of Ontario 

Capt. Kane, Your Honor, Your Worship, Distinguished Guests and 
Gentlemen. 

I feel very honored indeed to be asked to speak on behalf of the province 
of Ontario and more particularly, His Honor, Lieut. Governor Ray Lawson, 
and Premier Frost, who unfortunately are not able to be with us tonight. 
And I also have another message to convey to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, and that is from the former Premier 
of this Province, Col. The Honorable Tom Kennedy, who has very many 
pleasant recollections of having met you on a former occasion on your 
visit to this Province. 

You know, while we are gathered here tonight in more or less the 
atmosphere of a social gathering, gatherings of this sort go a great deal 
deeper into our nations’ life, because it is a strange commentary on 
human nature that nine times out of ten the people that we don’t know 
are the people that we don’t like. And when we get to know them we find 
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that in almost everyone there are some qualities that are admirable and 
are likeable. 

Now it has been my pleasure in the last few years to represent the 
Province of Ontario as the Tourist Minister. In 1945 we played host to 
seven million visitors from the United States. In 1949 we played host to 
twenty-four million. And I don’t think that this great interchange of visitors 
between two countries, is a one-way street — because in proportion to our 
population, for every visitor who comes to Ontario, we send you seven in 
return. It is impossible to estimate the effect of that. It is educational. 
We learn greatly from our contacts with your American visitors and we 
hope that they in turn learn something from us. We appreciate their points 
of view, their aspirations, their difficulties, and in a very great many cases 
we find that they have the same aspirations and diflicuties that we have to 
contend with in this Province of Ontario and in the Dominion of Canada. 
I wouldn’t want you to come up here tonight and go away without the 
Province of Ontario adding something to your knowledge of the past. 

Gentlemen, I don’t know that there is anything I can add to what His 
Honor, Mr. MacLaren has said so ably, but there is one thing I do feel 
very keenly about and it is this: I think that the destiny of mankind and 
the history of the next fifty years of this world is not going to be written 
in Asia... it is not going to be written in Europe . .. it is going to be 
written right here on this North American Continent. And the better we 
know our cousins from the South and the better they know us, the more 
firmly we will stand shoulder to shoulder for our way of life. 

I think that gatherings of this kind are one of the greatest factors that 
we have or will have in building up international understanding between 
Canada and the United States. 

I can assure you on behalf of His Honor Ray Lawson, the Premier of 
this Province, and the People of the Province of Ontario, that we will be 
very happy indeed to see you on any occasion that you care to honor us 
by coming. I can assure you that in coming to visit us in Ontario and in 
the Dominion of Canada you are not only doing us a great honor but you 
are doing a great national work, for Cawada and the United States, because 
the closer we set the ties that bind us together, the better it will be for 
mankind in the centuries to come. 

Adjutant Pereira then proposed

ADJUTANT PEREIRA: Our state, than which there is none more 
dear to our hearts. A pioneer for freedom and a commonwealth 
of high ideals and noble achievements. The land of our origin. 

“Tue ComMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS” 
The band played Eagle Squadron 
Caprain Kane: In response to the toast “The Commonwealth 


of Massachusetts” we have one of our old members, Major 
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William Drummey, an outstanding soldier, a member of the 
Military Staff of the Government of Massachusetts. Major 
Drummey. 


Mayor WitiiAm DrumMey: Toast Master, Captain Commanding Kane, 
Distinguished Canadian Guests, Distinguished American Guests, and my 
comrades in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: I ask you to 
bear with me. I am in the unenvious position of taking the place of an 
orator of parts and eloquence, training and experience, His Excellency, 
Paul A. Dever, Governor of the State of Massachusetts. I can but do 
what I can. 


Gentlemen, please come and think with me of old Massachusetts, one of 
the original colonies immortal, one of the “Thirteen States” making up 
the Republic; one that is old in the spirit of this hemisphere and quite 
reasonably contemporaneous with Canada. Think of the problems before 
those people and how they can compare, how they try. A wilderness to 
be conquered! Savages to be restrained! Institutions to be founded! The 
spirit of freedom to be inculcated into buoyant man! Trade and commerce 
to be begun! All those things that are the natural problem of the pioneer. 
And of our sons who shed their blood on equally glorious fields — whether 
or not the ideologies were mixed. Think of the flow of commerce, of 
trade and of culture, of life itself, across the holy border when Massa- 
chusetts was Maine and touched Canada. And I say a holy border, for 
it knows no panoply of war. So there we have a background and from that 
we have come on. 


And from the log cabin of those early days, they have given way to great 
edifices as we have here. Accomplishments have been made and we have 
extended and we have watched, each of us, little Massachusetts and 
great Canada grow. But the past, gentlemen, and even to the present, is 
no criterion of the future, and he who does not advance, retrogrades. 


Oh, were to Almighty God that this night it was possible and these 
days it would be possible to transplant some of our goods, some of those 
holy trusts left to us by the blood and sweat of our Fathers, into the 
other hemisphere. Would that your Canadian institute with its hundred 
years or more of culture, of exploitation of the arts and sciences, and the 
promulgation of them could be transplanted to Berlin. Would that the 
boys and girls clubs of your library of Toronto could certainly have that 
good laid into the Balkans. Would that the service clubs like Kiwanis 
and Rotary could tie together those nations of other countries. Would that 
our own Company, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company’s three 
hundred plus years for good in Massachusetts could be spread where men 
would not beat men. Or would that Massachusetts could be Luxembourg, 
and Canada the Soviet, and that in between those two places and over 
those borders, men might know one another better, as we do. 
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Consider with me if you please for a moment the motto on the shield 
of Massachusetts: “ENSE PETIT PLACIDAM SUB LIBERTATE 
QUIETEM.” Gentlemen, the translation “With the sword she seeks calm 
repose under liberty”, and it means just that. And so too is the seeking 
of peace with our other forty-seven Sister States. But, gentlemen, let 
me say to you that no man on any foreign shore of a race of poor slaves 
in their hideous ideologies, should consider that there is anything craven 
about this seeking of peace. That is not so. It would be well to consider 
that America never started a war, and thereby equally well to consider 
that America never failed to finish a war. ' 

Gentlemen, finding myself here tonight with the warm and cordial flow 
of the blood of good fellowship, be they fellows in arms or not, it is a 
pleasure, it is a privilege, it is a thing that I am pleased to have, to be 
able to bring to you with honesty, sincerity and officially from his Excel- 
lency the Governor, the greetings of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and to wish that they may prevail, that peace, prosperity and partisanship 
that exists between us now.

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Mr. James M. Suttivan: Commander Kane, General Pereira, His Wor- 
ship and His Honor the Mayor: Being the last one to make a toast after 
hearing all the eloquent speakers puts me in rather an embarrassing posi- 
tion, but it is a pleasure to be here in Canada once again. Two years ago 
I had the pleasure of being at Saint John, New Brunswick, and tonight 
here in Toronto. It is a pleasure for me to bring to you the greetings of 
Boston, the home of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts and His Honor the Mayor, the Honorable James M. Curley.

Thus another 
of our fine old customs is being relegated to the limbo of forgot- 
ten things. “Set a watch lest the old traditions fail”. In review- 
ing the trip during the leisure of the train ride one fact that 
seemed to have impressed the members in comparing our city 
with Toronto was the way the street traffic was controlled and the 
street car service operated. That service is completely self sup- 
porting, a public utility run by the city itself with no burden of 
taxation on the tax payer. Several million fares are sold and can 
be bought singly or at four for twenty-five cents. The rolling 
stock is kept in fine condition and not allowed to deteriorate, 
the attendants are courteous to strangers, their jobs are based 
on merit with a minimum of political interference, altogether 
a fine example of public ownership. Our city “Brass Hats” could 
well take a leaf out of their book. Another of their public owner- 
ship workings is the electric light and power systems. This has 
resulted in producing power that can be sold to the citizens at 
one and a half cents per kilowatt hour, so that the cost 
for all electric service in a home of six rooms is about $3.50 for 
two months, bills being rendered every two months, We must not 
close without mention of how pleased we were at the appearance 
of a new star in oratory, in the speech delivered by Major Wil- 
liam W. Drummey in responding to the toast to the City of 
Boston. He has kept his light hidden under a bushel too long. 

Altogether, it was a fine Fall Field Day, good ride, good food, 
good hotel service and a fine traditional banquet. What more 
can we ask?

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


An unusually large number of our members attended the public 
reception of the Governor at the State House on February 22nd 
and as usual were among the first to pass before the Governor 
and his Staff. We commented in the report of this Reception last 
year that the Governor did considerable “ribbing” of the mem- 
bers, an episode which was noticeably missing this year both at 
the State House and later at our banquet. The Governor was very 
serious and exceedingly friendly in his remarks and paid many 
compliments to the Company as a whole and to the individual 
members. After the State House reception a short meeting was 
held in Faneuil Hall when a limited amount of necessary business 
was done, after which the members adjourned to the Armory 
in preparation for the annual banquet. Seated at the head table 
were Civic officials, high ranking Officers of the Army and Navy 
and other distinguished guests. Governor Dever was, of course 
the principal speaker. 

Other speakers included Mayor Hynes, Gov. Sherman Adams 


‘of New Hampshire, Col. George Shea of the Marine Corps, Rear 


Adm. Louis D. Olson, commandant of the Coast Guard here; Col. 
Orville Farnsworth of the Army, and Maj. John J. Powers of 
the Air Force. 

Head table guests included the Rev. Edward A. Carney, 
O.S.A., national chaplain of the American Legion; Ist Lt. Enoch 
Fuller, New Hampshire Secretary of State; Secretary of State 
Edward J. Cronin; Police Comr. Sullivan; and James O'Neill. 
Chief of Police of Manchester, N, H., and former national head 
of the American Legion. 

Recalling the Ancients’ link with the “glorious past,” Gov. 
Dever declared that the Company must be continued as “the great 
American organization of a great American city in an intensely- 
patriotic commonwealth under the aegis of a Republic that has 
been destined by Providence to be the protector of free men the 
world over.” 

The Governor’s theme was given support by Rear Adm, Louis 
Denfeld, retired chief of naval operations and a candidate for 
membership in the Company, who warned that “America must be 
made strong to avoid war and achieve peace.” 
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“We're in a cold war, and our potential enemy doesn’t under- 
stand anything but force,” he said. “It behooves us therefore to 
maintain our strength in the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps. You men must see to it that nationally we do not drop 
our guard.” 

At the conclusion of the formal part of the meeting, Captain 
Kane presented the Governor with a silver water pitcher, sug- 
gesting that perhaps the Governor might not have much use for 
water, in which case we would be glad to have him present it to 
his sister. The Governor replied that such a suggestion was almost 
in the nature of a libel, as he had a great deal of respect for the 
use of water and used a great deal of it himself although he 
finally admitted that use was mostly in the nature of a “Chaser”.

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THE MASSACHUSETTS MILITARY ACADEMY 


One of the features of Captain Kane’s Administration of which 
he is, and well may be proud, was the assistance given the Massa- 
chusetts Military Academy. Our deceased Past Commander, 
Willis W. Stover, was the first Commander of the Academy and 
always one of its strong supporters. The Training School, as the 
Academy was then known was organized in 1913, Colonel Stover 
being one of the founders and from then on until his death, he 
was closely affiliated with its activities. It was through his efforts 
that our Company each year presented a Sabre to the outstanding 
graduating Cadet. Unfortunately, in recent years, that has not 
been carried on. It is of great importance to the Academy and 
creditable to our Company that interest in the Academy has been 
revived. It was because certain’ officers of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia realized the importance of having efficient and 
well trained officers in the Massachusetts National Guard that 
the Academy was organized. It is a worthy monument to the 
intelligence and patriotism of its founders. Its origin and the 
underlying reason for its existence are closely bound up with 
those of the National Guard and spring directly from the military 
traditions of our country. It is surprising that so vital a part of 
our system of National Defense had been so neglected. At the 
time of the founding of the Training School ours was the first 
and only state providing an institution for the military instruc- 
tion of its Officer Personnel. Since then nearly all the states in 
the Union have established such schools, most of which have 
taken the Massachusetts Academy as a model. Since it was for 
the purpose of defense and for the training of officers that our 
Company had its birth in the mind of our first Commander, 
Captain Keayne, it is more than fitting that our Company should . 
again lend its support to the affairs and conduct of the Academy. 
During the World Wars I and II the Academy ceased its func- 
tions as its personnel was in service, but at the end of World 
War II it renewed its activities. At one of the regular meetings 
of our Company, Captain Kane invited Colonel Lawrence F, 
Carew, Commandant of the Academy to attend and give us an 
account of the activities, aims and future operations of the 
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Academy. This aroused much interest among those present and 
the Company requested the Standing Committee to make recom- 
mendations as to what assistance could be given the Academy. 
As a result, the Standing Committee, on March 29, 1950, recom- 
mended to the Company, and the Company adopted the recom- 
mendation that the Company sponsor “an Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts Library” at the Massachu- 
setts Military Academy of the Massachusetts National Guard 
for a period of ten years from May 1, 1950 and that the Company 
contribute in the sole discretion of the Standing Committee, a 
sum of money not to exceed one thousand dollars ($1000.00) 
for the first year and a further sum of money not to exceed five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) for the nine succeeding years. 

At the following June Anniversary Captain Kane asked if a 
detail of the Cadets from the Academy would join in the Parade. 
As a result forty Cadets, including Colors and Color Guard 
paraded. They were given constant cheering and acclaim over 
the entire route, thus adding a fine military and colorful section 
to our usual appearance. After the Parade the Cadets and their 
Officers were entertained and dined at the Hotel Touraine.

THE CAPTAIN AND ADJUTANT GO TO BELGIUM 

It was the intention of the Belgian Government to dedicate a 
monument at Bastogne in memory to the hero dead at the Battle 
of the Bulge. This was to have been done in 1950, the 175th 
Anniversary of the American Revolution, and to which the Cen- 
tennial Legion had been invited. In furtherance of this plan, 
members of the Legion were invited to make a preliminary trip 
at the expense of the Belgian Government. As representing our 
Company, the oldest member of the Legion, Captain Kane and 
Adjutant Pereira were invited, Captain Kane to be Commander 
of Troops during the preliminary trip. They were chosen by 
General Sam E. Dockrell who was to command the later expedi- 
tion. It was most fitting that our Country should have an impor- 
tant part in this Dedication as there were more than 76,000 
American casualties at the battle of Bastogne. After arriving 
in Europe the contingent found that the celebration would have 
to be postponed as it was impossible for the monument to be 
completed in time. However, in preparation for that later date, 
the group made all the previously planned visits to the various 
countries who were to participate. They left the United States 
October 10, 1949, and upon arriving at London our representa- 
tives were given a luncheon at Armory House by the Honourable 
Artillery Company. Notwithstanding the shortage of food, par- 
ticularly meat, the H. A. C. produced a fine luncheon, chiefly 
ham, which is the item of food most scarce in that war racked 
country. (Acting upon this fact, the Christmas boxes which our 
Company later sent to H. A. C. featured ham as one of the 
principal items). The itinerary included visits to the following 
cities: Brussels, the proposed headquarters, and which city was to 
have been the base of operations: thence to London for four 
days, thence back to Brussels and to Amsterdam for two days: 
back to Brussels headquarters: thence to Paris for two days: 
back to Brussels for four days more, which time included visits 
to the cities of Ghent, Bruges, Ostend and again to Bastogne, 
where they visited the battlefields and viewed the incompleted 
monument. In each of these cities the group was entertained by 
the various Burgomasters. All the travel was by airplane and was 
an instructive and inspiring experience. The entire expense was 
borne by the Belgian Government. 
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LIEUTENANT CROSBY RETIRES AS CLERK 
By Frep E. Pereira, Brig. Gen. Ret., Executive Sec’y 


With his usual modesty, Lieutenant Crosby declined to write 
or publish any statement regarding his services as Clerk of 
the Company. Captain Kane felt there should be some 
permanent record of such service and requested me as Sec- 
retary of the Company and as one who had been in close 
touch with the work of the Clerk, both as a Sergeant with 
him in 1934, and as Adjutant from 1939-1942 during which 

. time Lieutenant Crosby took over the duties of Clerk in 
1940, to prepare the following tribute to him. Captain Kane 
insisted that this be made a part of his Annual Record as 
Lieutenant Crosby ended his term of service with the close 
of Captain Kane’s Administration. (F.E.P.) 


Lieutenant Crosby enrolled in the Company 31 August 1925, 
thus having been a member 25 years. He was elected a Sergeant 
of Infantry for 1934-1935 during Captain Curtis’ Administration. 
He was elected Clerk in 1940 during Captain Roberts’ Adminis- 
tration, to succeed the late Captain Coady who had been Clerk RANE 
for 20 years. It is interesting to note that there have been only 
three Clerks of the Company in ninety years — Captain Allen © — AT THE AIRPORT, BRUSSELS pombe echoes ne 
served for 60 years, Captain Coady for 20 years and Lieutenant THE HONOURABLE ARTILLERY

Upon assuming his duties Lieutenant Crosby found there were 
three Annual Records not having been published. Colonel Cahill’s 
Record covering the visit of our Company to London, and the 
return visit of the Honourable Artillery Company to participate 
in our 300th Anniversary, was only partly written. The Record 
of Captain Curry’s Administration was not written at all, nor 
was the Record of Captain Riddell’s year. To get the facts of 
Captain Curry’s year the Clerk wrote to Havana asking those 
who had taken active parts to send him copies of their speeches 
and wrote to all newspapers to send anything in their files bear- 
ing upon the visit to their city. Thus with many conferences with 
Captain Curry a fairly complete Record of the year was made 
up. Captain Riddell had been sick almost the entire year of his

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Administration and in the hospital a considerable part of the 
time, so it was impossible to talk much with him, but his First 
Lieutenant Louis C. Adams had very complete records of the 
proceedings for the year and was most helpful and generous of 
his time in assisting the Clerk who has taken every opportunity 
of expressing his gratitude to Colonel Adams without whose 
assistance the Record could not have been compiled as fully as 
it was. 


Before the end of the year Lieutenant Crosby had completed 
the compiling and publishing of these three volumes. It was also 
found that the bound permanent Records of Meeting Notices, 
Records of Meetings. Applications for Membership, etc., had not 
been completed since 1912. In addition to the regular work of 
the office, and with the assistance of the late Major Wilson and 
Hector Campbell the Library, files, etc., were searched and 
finally the missing connecting sections were found and the valu- 
ble Records were permanently bound and secured for all time. 
Thus within a year the Clerk was able to show the Company at 
one of the Regular Meetings all these bound volumes, which the 
Standing Committee felt were so valuable that they purchased a 
new safe to house them. Since then the Records of the Company 
have been kept up to date. 


From his election until 1948 the Clerk missed only one meeting 
and that was due to illness. 1949 however, proved to be a most 
disastrous year for him. He was in the hospital four different 
times and being back after the third, came home from the office 
and found his wife dead in her chair. To add to the poignancy 
of the shock it lacked only four days to the celebration of their 
Fiftieth Wedding Anniversary. The emotional strain and the 
weaknesses following hospital operations made it necessary for 
Lieutenant Crosby to give up all possible outside activities and 
his family deemed it necessary that he give up the Clerkship of 
our Company, a decision which took a lot of argument for him 
to accept. The members have always been most appreciative of 
the efforts of the Clerk to serve them well. On Wednesday 19 
November 1947, a Committee of which I was Chairman, arranged 
a complimentary dinner to be given the Clerk. When Lieutenant 
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Crosby learned of this he was at first unwilling to have the 
dinner, but the immediate and impressive reaction of the mem- 
bers overrode all his objections. The dinner was held at the 
Copley Square Hotel, but as the responses began to come in we 
felt we should have secured larger accommodations. However 
by putting extra tables in the halls and connecting rooms we got 
along. As Chairman of the Committee I welcomed those in at- 
tendance and took the opportunity of expressing my admiration 
and esteem for the Clerk which the large meeting proved the 
other members of the Company shared. I then introduced Colonel 
(now General) Cormerais as Toastmaster. Colonel Cormerais 
has been a long-time friend and admirer of Lieutenant Crosby 
and made a friendly and complimentary speech expressing these 
sentiments. He then introduced Colonel Rauscher as the Junior 
Past Commander, Colonel Cormerais being the Senior Past Com- 
mander present. Colonel Rauscher, always a forceful and oratori- 
cal speaker, paid full compliments to Lieutenant Crosby. Colonel 
Cormerais then introduced one of our Honorary Members, the 
Hon. Frederic W. Cook, Secretary of State of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Governor Bradford was on his way to the 
Dinner from the Cape but was held up by fog so he called the 
State House and assigned Fred Cook to represent him, who re- 
ferred to Lieutenant Crosby as “my fellow secretary” and in 
behalf of the members presented him with a beautiful Chelsea 
Ship’s Clock and Barometer. Across the base of the Clock is an 
engraved plate stating by whom presented and Lieutenant 
Crosby’s name and office. 


During Captain Bunker’s Administration the Company pre- 
sented the Clerk with a sabre engraved with his name, date of 
service and the Company name. Lieutenant Crosby prizes this 
among his most precious gifts of remembrance. 


The resignation of the Clerk came as a shock to the members 
who had seen him for so long a time at the meetings and had 
read his literary efforts for so many years, that they had come 
to regard him as one of the fixtures of the Company, like the 
desk and furniture which are always with us. After many weeks 
of thought and combing the List of Members the Standing Com- 
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mittee recommended the name of Lieutenant Colonel Joseph V. 
Hughes as Personnel Adjutant and Clerk. He was unanimously 
elected and assumed office at the June Anniversary. Colonel 
Hughes is a veteran of World War I, has a college background 
and brings to the office a comprehensive knowledge of Company 
affairs. We wish for him a long and successful tenure of office.

HISTORICAL ARTICLES 


Sguap MEETINGS 


In the old days it was customary to have squad meetings, 
which under our present formation would answer to a meeting 
of our sections. It is not known how or when they originated but 
they were supposed to be of very ancient date. It is thought that 
they sprang from the commissioned or non-commissioned officers 
inviting their squads to the officers’ or sergeants’ home on the 
evening of one of the field days, either for business purposes or 
for instruction, 


As practiced before and immediately after the Revolution, 
they were not a meeting of the whole Company but only a small 
part. The officer or sergeant at whose house they assembled was 
the Commander for the evening, When they assembled they 
practiced in his parlor facings, wheelings, and maneuvers, gen- 
erally without arms and when that duty was over, sat down to 
talk over the affairs of the Company and canvas the candidates for 
office at the next election and usually closing with a frugal 
Tepast. 


However, after the war of 1812 the training was usually dis- 
pensed with and the meeting became a convivial one with each 
officer or sergeant vieing with each other in giving liquors and 
large suppers. This, having become rather burdensome on account 
of the expense, the Company on May 31, 1819, appointed a 
committee to regulate the subject, whose report, unanimously 
adopted, is as follows: 


“That a squad meeting was originally intended to promote 
social intercourse, to converse upon subjects tending to the in- 
terests of the Company, and for the furtherance of its military 
reputation, and not for the purposes of extravagance and luxury. 
With this impression we recommend, that at those meetings the 
entertainment given shall consist of, and not exceed the following 
general calculation; and if an officer or non-commissioned offiter 
acts upon the system here recommended, he discharges every 
claim upon his generosity and hospitality; and the Company will 
not expect any person in office to do more, or be at greater 
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expense. The articles recommended are; roast and alamode beef, 
and bacon, either hot or cold, as he may think proper, crackers 
and cheese; the liquors to be confined to two or three kinds, say 
brandy, rum and wine. The whole to be prepared in a plain and 
economical manner, either at a table or sideboard as his accom- 
modations shall render most convenient.” 


Sec. 5. Art. 4. “And no candidate for office when nominated or elected, 
shall provide refreshments for the Company”. 


THE FIRST FINANCE COMMITTEE 


On January 23, 1816, the Ancients finding their financial 
affairs at a low end by want of foresight in the officers charged 
with the approval of bills, voted to present a petition to the 
General Court for aid. Their petition was in a form requesting 
the purchase of arms and accoutrements but the Legislature did 
not grant their request. This rendered it necessary that they 
should make an effort among themselves and they soon raised 
by subscription among the members and citizens the sum of $700, 
which was enough to free them from embarrassment. It was 
decided that for the future they would have a finance committee 
who should superintend all finances. 


Whitman, in his history printed in 1820, says: “Unparalleled 
success has marked their way thus far, for under the present 
arrangements a large sum has been added to the productive 
capital, and the annual expenses gradually lessened, and in time 
must be comparatively nothing. We ought to reflect, that the 
selfish ‘motive of present gratification is not a worthy motive for 
a member of so laudable and ancient an institution but that we 
are bound to transmit to posterity that which has descended to 
us enlarged and improved.” 


BUTTONS OF THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Written and presented to the Company by Hector M. Campbell, 
Building Superintendent of Faneuil Hall, and a long time friend 
of the Company. 


Because of the many thousands of visitors with a variety of interests or 
hobbies who visit the Armory and Museum of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, the button collectors have suggested that the display 
of uniform buttons be brought up to date. As far as possible we shall date, 
size, describe and list the manufacturers in sequence. To start with, it is 
desirable to give the names by which the Company has been known. On 
March 13, 1638 a Charter of Incorporation was granted constituting 


“THe Miuitary Company or Massacuuserts.” 


the Company was known by that name until the sermon of Rev. Uriah 
Oakes, delivered in June 1672 was preached on the day of the “Artillery 
Election.” From that time to 1708 the Sermons are said to have been 
delivered before the “Artillery Company.” The Sermon of 1708 and all 
others to 1738, were delivered before “The Honourable Artillery Company.” 
The Sermon of 1738 was preached before “The Honourable and Ancient 
Artillery Company.” From that year until the present time the Sermons 
have been delivered before “The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany.” This name has been confirmed to the Company by Acts of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts and the Congress of the United States. Previ- 
ous to about one hundred years ago it was the general practice to spell 
Honorouble with the letter “U”. Since then the “U” has been dropped. 


The Company was supposed to be first uniformed in 1738 and when the 
Company adopted a new uniform in 1772 the mention of buttons was first 
made when yellow buttons were specified. In the year 1787 the uniforms 
call for plain yellow buttons, double washed, There is a uniform of 1790 
on display in the Museum with this type button. It was not until 1798 that 
the Ancients thought of having a uniform button of their own. It was de- 
cided to order from England 30 gross of double gilt coat buttons inscribed 
“Incorporated 1638” and fifteen gross of vest buttons inscribed “1638”. 
These buttons arrived from England in 1799 and were made available to 
the membership. We have but a photograph of the “Incorporated 1638” 
button, but one of these buttons is in a private collection in Quincy, Mass. 
The smaller button “1638” is not in any known collection. 


In 1801 the Company changed the uniform regulations so as to use its 
name on the button. “Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company” was 
stamped around the rim and in the center was stamped “1638” this was 
4 one piece flat gilt button. Size, 40 lignes. 
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The year 1810 brought another change, the uniform then worn was en- 
tirely laid aside and that which was established for the Field and Company 
Officers of the Militia Infantry was adopted with a white convex button 
stamped with Seal of the State and the word Commonwealth. This was a 
one piece button. Size 40 lignes. 


In 1841 the Company voted to adopt the Continental Uniform of the 
pattern worn by George Washington in the portrait in Faneuil Hall. 
Although several members of the Company wore this uniform, it was not 
until 1857 that the Infantry section of the Company was outfitted completely 
in this uniform. The buttons were two piece flat button with raised letters 
A. & H. A. Co. across the face with a smaller 1638 just below. There was 
a smaller button of this type, lettered in proportion. Size 40 lignes large, 


24 lignes small. 


From a dress coat adopted by the Company in 1843 a gilt ball button 
marked with raised numerals “1638” and the name Cahill stamped on the 
back was secured. In 1862 the first Fatigue Coat was adopted using the 
1638 buttons of the “Old Cahill Die”. This die was later presented to the 
Company by Sergt. Cahill. Besides the Cahill button Weé&R Robinson 
Co. and D. Evans & Co. manufactured this button. There were two sizes 


the large ones 36 lignes and the smaller 24 lignes. 


In 1883 the Company again changed the uniform of the Wing of the 
Company designated as Artillery. The coats had two rows of A. & H. ae 
buttons, and a smaller size was used on the vest. D. Evans & Co. manutac- 


tured the small buttons.

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In the year 1902 the Regulations were changed to use the Coat of Arms 
of the Company on the uniform buttons. These were slightly convex of 
brass, burnished and lacquered, 40 lignes in diameter and smaller buttons 
28 lignes in diameter. D. Evans & Co. was the manufacturer. During World 
War I in 1916 the Company organized a Provisional Machine Gun Com- 
pany. They were outfitted in khaki uniforms having bronze “State” buttons 
of two sizes 36 lignes and 24 lignes. 

In 1911 there was talk of changing the uniform to that of the early 
Militia, but it was not until 1924 that this uniform was adopted, calling 
for the following regulation buttons. Gilt ball button, first quality, bearing 
the device “1638” with figures sizes in proportion to the diameter of the 
button, die struck on the upper surface of the ball: to be of two sizes 30 
lignes in diameter, the smaller button 26 lignes in diameter. There are 
several makers of this button. 

In the year 1937 prior to the Company’s visit to England, a new uniform 
was adopted using a gilt button slightly convex with the coat of arms of 
the Company. This button 36 lignes in diameter is made by the Waterbury 
Button Co. A small gilt button “1638” is used on the sleeves. 

1942 

In January 1942 the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company under 
their Captain Louis C. Adams (now Lt. Col.) formed the First Special 
Headquarters and Service Company M.S.G. for the duration of World 
War II. Nearly one hundred Ancients were enrolled, and thirty-two members 
became Officers in the Federal and State Services. The regulation Gilt 
State buttons were used on the O. D. uniforms. 36 line and 24 line buttons 
were used,

JAMES PHILLIPS 


Written by General Henry D. Cormerais 


James Puinuips (1790), rope-maker, of Boston, son of Isaac 
and Preseler (Priscilla) Phillips, was born in Boston, May 14, 
1767. In his youth he was employed in a rope-walk owned by a 
maternal uncle, and afterwards was superintendent of rope-walks 
owned by Isaac P. Davis. He held this relation from 1795 to 
1818, when the rope-walk was destroyed by fire. He then (in 
1820) became overseer, or master, of the almshouse, by the 
appointment of the selectmen, and when it was transformed into 
a house of industry, and removed from Barton’s Point to South 
Boston, he also had charge of it. Mr. Phillips (1790) received 
the appointment of secretary to the overseers of the poor in 
1825, a situation he retained until his decease. 


He was fourth Sergeant of the Artillery Company in 1793, 
Clerk in 1797, Ensign in 1798, and Captain in 1802. For fifty 
years he enlivened the social meetings of the Company. His 
peculiar eccentric songs of “Contentment”, “Barrel of Beer”, 
“The Parson Who’d a Remarkable Foible”, “Gaffer Gray”, etc., 
were always enthusiastically received. He possessed an amiable 
disposition, frank manners, great benevolence and purity. He 
was' a fireward in Boston for several years, and a surveyor of 
hemp under the town government, from 1808 to 1820. He ob- 
tained his title of “Major” by being Brigade Quartermaster under 
General Winslow (1786). He was in the military escort which 
conducted Gen. Washington into Boston in October, 1789, and 
was Secretary of the Charitable Mechanic Association in 1800 
and 1801, and a trustee from 1802 to 1804. 


He died March 30, 1853, nearly eighty-seven years of age. His 
tomb, No. 94, on the Common, was built and owned jointly by 
him and his friend, Col. Daniel Messinger (1792). His brother, 
Capt. Turner Phillips, joined the Artillery Company in 1786. 

The following poem was one of his most popular, and was 
sung by him as a “Topical Song” on many occasions over a 
period of fifty years. 
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THE BARREL OF BEER 


A parson there was whose remarkable foible 

Was loving good liquor much more than his bible, 

Was deemed by his parish to be less perplexed 

In handling his tankard, than handling his text. 
Derry down, down down derry down. 


Perched up in his pulpit one Sunday, he cried, 
My dearly beloved, make patience your guide, 
And in all perplexities troubles and crosses, 
Remember the patience of Job, in his losses 
Derry down, down down derry down. 


This parson had got him a cask of strong beer, 

By way of a present, no matter from where. 

Suffice it to say, it was toothsome and good, 

And he loved it as well, as he did his own blood. 
Derry down, etc. 


While gone to church service, in haste rambled o’er 

His hogs found a way to the old cellar door, 

And by the strong scent of the barrel lid

THE 312TH ANNIVERSARY 


The day opened up for fair weather, once again substantiating 
the belief that the Ancients always have good weather. After the 
regular and traditional proceedings at the Copley Plaza Hotel 
by those who had spent the night there, and the laying of wreaths 
at the graves of Captain Keayne and Major Maynard, the Com- 
pany was assembled at the Armory for the beginning of the 
observances of the Anniversary. The march was through the 
usual streets with pauses to pick up the Mayor and Governor and 
ending at the Old South Church for the Church Service, about 
which more later. When we say “Regular and Traditional” we 
are afraid we are ourselves guilty of a possible fault which has 
been criticized in these volumes many times. That is that we take 
the privileges and honors of this Company too casually and too 
much for granted. This Company could not have endured for so 
many years unless there had been a constant realization that 
just as we have received these advantages ourselves, it is our 
duty to pass them on, unimpaired to those who succeed us. Most 
of the good things of life have come to us because somebody 
worked and strove to accomplish them and then passed them on. 
Let us follow these illustrious examples and “Set a Watch, lest 
the old Traditions fail.” 


Probably every Captain as he approaches the close of his 
Administration reviews in his own mind what he regards as the 
important points of his year, and asks himself if he has lived 
up to the expectations he had when first assuming the high office 
the Company had conferred upon him. In reviewing in this way, 
Captain Kane may “point with pride” to the reactivated sponsor- 
ship of the Massachusetts Military Academy, which, after a long 
time of cessation, has once more been assumed with great credit 
to the Company and appreciation by those who are so deeply 
interested in the military affairs of the State. Our old friend, 
Colonel Willis Stover would have been the first to applaud this 
action by the Company. The trip made by Captain Kane and 
General Pereira to Belgium, while not to have been carried out 
to the completion expected later, served to acquaint the people 
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of many countries with the fact of our long time existence and 
once again helped us to be regarded as Ambassadors of Good 
Will. A new method of voting at the Election of Officers was 
inaugurated this year and proved most successful. Captain Kane 
was fortunate in his staff of Sergeants who were hard working 
and co-operative thus adding much to the success of the Admin- 
istration. The Fall Field Day at Toronto was well carried out and 
very successful as recorded earlier in this volume. 


The statistics of Changes in Personnel tell the story of increase 
or loss in membership, and are an index of the well being of 
the Company. A perusal of these figures shows that Captain 
Kane had a successful year. There were 70 new members ad- 
mitted. Against these there was a loss by death, discharges and 
transfers of 54, a net gain of 16 members, a satisfactory showing 
if we consider only the number of new members admitted. It is 
unfortunate that this good record is offset by the large number 
of losses. Of course as regards losses by death nothing can be 
done, but of the total loss of 54 members, 22 were by requests 
for honorable discharge and 7 by disenrollment, It appears that 
something could be done about this as the percentage seems too 
large. Do we take this matter of discharges too casually? A 
Tequest for discharge is received at a meeting and at the next 
meeting it is granted, and only very occasionally is any attempt 
made during this intervening time, to persuade the applicant to 
remain. We have much to offer a member and it seems that if 
this were emphasized some improvement along this line might be 
accomplished. Let us follow this thought further .and perhaps 
the Membership Committee could appoint a small inter-commit- 
tee to interview these retiring members. In any event Captain 


Kane may well congratulate himself on this. increase in mem- 
bership. . 


Ih the notice for the meeting of May 1 we noted that our old 
friend and long-time member Joe Mitchell Chapple had died 
and commented upon the coincidence that at the following meet- 
ing we had elected Admiral Louis Emil Denfeld to membership. 
Tf this Company has that to offer which prompts one man of 
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Joe Chapple’s stature to remain a member for 49 years and 
prompts a man of national stature, such as Admiral Denfeld’s, 
to seek membership. we may find there the reason why the Com- 
pany has lived so long. yet has still remained young. This 
thought, if emphasized, might well help to reduce the losses we 
sustain each year through discharges and be used as a reason 
for inviting others to join.

THE CHURCH SERVICE 


Once more it becomes the privilege of your Clerk to record 
the proceedings of the Church Service. As this probably is the 
last Record he will compile, it is hoped to do full justice to this 
important part of the June Anniversary. 


Over the rather long (perhaps too long) years the writer has 
compiled these Records he has consistently endeavored to em- 
phasize the beauty and dignity of this Service. There is nothing 
like it anywhere, combining as it does, the Military with the 
Religious part of our Company life. We never leave the Church 
without a feeling of exaltation, and sense of the rebuilding of 
our faith in the eternal things of life, finding anew that “There 
is a Natural Body, and there is a Spiritual Body. That which is 
Natural is temporal but that which is Spiritual is eternal.” It is 
to this Spiritual Body that these Services come with their up- 
lifting benediction. 

President Marsh of Boston University once said “Our civiliza- 
tion cannot survive materially unless it is revived Spiritually”. 
This says much better than we can say it, what we have empha- 
sized so many times that this country, indeed all countries, must 
have a Spiritual awakening if they are to avoid the long road 
to ruin which history shows us has been travelled by so many 
earlier civilizations. Spirituality does not necessarily mean re- 
ligion or creed. It means a recognition of the better part of every 
man’s mind, and a determination to live up to and develop that 
better part. If our motto is “I will choose the better way” we 
cannot go very wrong for we shall find that our highest aim in 
life is “to do good and to be good”. 

We have commented many times on the different men who 
have preached to us on our June Anniversaries but have we 
stressed enough the character and beauty of the Sermons them- 
selves? We hear the Sermons which are delivered at each June 
Anniversary, but do we read them after they are printed in the 
Annual Record? They make good reading. That they read so 
well in print is proof of their greatness, for many a public 
utterance which goes over so well owing to the charm of the 
speaker cannot stand the test of being put into cold type. These 
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Sermons take up many subjects covering problems we have 
today. For instance: we speak of the dignity of man and his 
personal rights which cannot be invaded except by due process 
of law. Read the story of King Ahab in the Sermon preached 
before us by the Reverend Frederick M. Meek, Minister of the 
Old South Church during Captain Hudson’s June Anniversary 
Celebration. You will find it on page 137 of Captain Hudson’s 
Record. This is only one of innumerable illustrations of what 
we have emphasized again and again, that these Sermons are 
filled with gems of thought which we ought not to miss, These 
men whom we hear and have heard for so many years are leaders 
in the ministry. Many of them have become famous and it is a 
rare privilege to hear them. Some of them have just begun the 
long climb to a successful career and some of them have reached 
the zenith of their fame. One could well spend a few hours poring 
through these “Children of great minds.” We have them in print, 
with some exceptions, covering the long years our Company has 
lived. This year we were privileged to hear the Reverend E. 
Robert Chable, BBA., BD., A.M., who came to us from Palmyra, 
New York, where he is the Minister of the First Baptist Church. 

We were glad of the opportunity of hearing him, We remem- 
ber the Reverend Ralph W. Sockman, the famous Radio preacher 
to whose words literally millions, as the unseen audience of 
Radio, listen each week. It was a rare privilege which Captain 
Rauscher gave us when he chose this learned and inspiring man 
to be the Minister for his Anniversary. Read what Dr. Sockman 
said about our problems of Social Security on page 126 and the 
fate of Dictators on page 128 of Captain Rauscher’s Record. We 
were thrilled to hear the Reverend Frederick M. Meek, D.D., 
Minister of the Old South Church. As the Minister of that Church 
he had seen his Pulpit occupied by others for years. It was a 
thoughtful and graceful gesture on Captain Hudson’s part to 
invite him. His Sermon on “Democracy is not enough” gave us 
strong medicine, which is good for the soul. It is outstanding as 
one of our best Anniversary Sermons. We have mentioned his 
story of King Ahab, Read also his paragraph on the way Dicta- 
tors always try to destroy Democracies by first destroying their 
religions. We could go on like this but let it awaken a desire 
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to READ THE SERMONS. It is hoped these thoughts will 
strengthen our determination to make the Church Service an 
uplifting and reverential part of each Anniversary.

— pleased to do so in my official capacity. Pleased also to do so as one 
of the newer members of this Ancient Company.

I don’t know why Mayor Hynes and I were invited to make a few 
ee tonight because, being privates in the rear rank, we ought to be 
silent. But all I can say about the Mayor’s remark is that I hope that he 
will be Mayor of this City of Boston for a long time. 


loi : ee to answer to the toast, The Armed Services. Perhaps 
eo eres unpleasantness in Washington, you might think that I 
Mie ies only in the Navy, but I want to assure you that I am not 
4 Sci in the Navy so much as I am in the Armed Services, the Army, 
Bee a and the Air Force. I believe that they should all get what they 

ced. You gentlemen know that we are in a cold war and it is liable to 
ee hotter, and the people in Washington should take the advice of the 

rmed Services who have given their lives to see that we in this country 
are properly protected. I left because I did not think the Navy was getting 
what they needed. That is the same thing that applies, not only to the 
Navy, but to the Army and the Air Force. The Army should get what they 


need, the Air Force should i 
get their seventy grou, rogram. The N. 
should get what they need, apem oe 
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Since I have left Washington the Navy has gotten practically everything 
that I asked for when I appeared before the Congress, which caused so 
much concern. The only thing that the Navy has not received is that flush 
deck carrier which caused so much concern, but when I was in Washington 
a few weeks ago I was given to understand that they were going to get 
that, too, although it might be thirty-feet shorter so that it would not be 
the same carrier that I was working for. But I hope that some of the 
citizens in this country will ask what happened to the millions of dollars 
that were thrown down the drain when it was cancelled. 


So I can tell you, gentlemen, you in the military, because practically 
everybody is in uniform tonight or should be, if their uniforms still fitted, 
that we in the Armed Services have no other thought except the welfare 
of this country. We have no other thought except that this country be in 
a position in time of emergency to handle what is put before them. You 
know that in the first and second World Wars, the reason that we were 
brought into it was because the people in Europe, mainly the Germans, 
did not think that we had enough on the ball to amount to anything. Now 
the Russians today are our only potential enemies, and they are the ones 
for whom we have to prepare. They understand only power, and unless 
we have strength to combat them, to be in a position to talk at the council 
table and be prepared to do and produce if anything happened, unless we 
do that we are going to be in the same position we were in the first and 
the second World Wars. 


Don’t let me give you the impression that we should spend too much 
money on that. I am always an advocate of balancing the budget. But I do 
think that in this day when we are in this situation we should have a strong 
military force, both Army, Navy, and Air Force, because we must be 
prepared. - 

We have a way of life in this country; we are a Democracy; we are a 
religious people. The U.S.S.R. are a power dictatorship, and they are non- 
religious, and how two countries can get together under those circumstances 
you may wonder. The only way to do so is for us to be strong enough so 
that when the time comes they will be afraid to go to war with us, and 
there is no doubt about that in my mind. I have been in Europe in the 
last few months, I have seen the situation, and they realize in Europe, they 
realize in Western Europe and I am sure they realize in the Kremlin, 


that if we are strong enough, they won’t want to go-to war. And you and . 


I don’t want to go to war. The only way to prevent it is to have a strong 
enough force in this country so that we won't. ever have to do it. I am 
sure if the people in this country understand the situation, they will in- 
fluence their representatives in Congress, who are really under the Consti- 
tution responsible for the Army, Navy and Air Force, and we will have a 
force strong enough and complete enough so that we won't have to go 
to war. 
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I am often asked whether I think war with Russia is inevitable. My only 
answer is this: If we are strong enough, we won't have to go to war. And 
it is up to you and every citizen in this country to see that the people in 
Washington know that and know that we have got to have a force strong 
enough so that we won’t have to go to war because we don’t want to go 
to war. We don’t want our children and our children’s children to go to 
war. We have been in two wars in our own lifetimes, and we don’t want 
to go to war again. 


Caprain Kane: Comrades, I believe that on each and every 
succeeding anniversary that we have the members of the Com- 
pany look forward to meeting one of the grandest honorary 
members the Ancients have ever had and probably will ever have 
for a good many years to come. I don’t think that I could say

Sometimes call ourselves the sister state to Maine because we have had 


you with us on so many occasions. And we hope on some future time you 
will be with us again. 


When the Company went to Toronto last fall, and I was with them, I 
was very proud of the showing that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company made on that occasion, As a Canadian, I believe that the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company have done more to cement the bonds 


between our two countries than any other organization that you have in 
the United States of America. 


Tonight I am going to be a little serious and then a little humorous, 
because I believe that to us men in public life there comes a time when 
we should be a little serious. I enjoyed very much hearing what Admiral 
Denfeld had to say. As a Canadian, I am not in a position to say what 
danger is facing us on this North American continent from military aggres- 
sion, but I do say to you this, that there are forces working underground 
that are well organized, that hope to destroy the very foundation of free 
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government within the borders of individual nations, and they are working 
night and day for that purpose. You know in this great United States and 
in Canada it is difficult for us to believe that anything can change our way 
of life. But it can. And if that should ever happen, our freedom of speech, 
our freedom of the press, that sacred privilege, the secret ballot and the 
ability to worship in the faith of our fathers would be wiped out, and 


very quickly, 


They say to us, What can the average man do about it? We men in 
public life can talk a little bit, but I believe that you men who are not in 
public life have a challenge and can do a great deal. In the first place, 
get behind the youth of this country. Get back of your Boy Scouts. Today 
I was proud, as an Honorary Member of the Ancients, to see that I had 
behind me those young Cadets from the Massachusetts Military Academy. 
I want to congratulate them on the splendid showing they made, and also 
you, my fellow Ancients, for taking up their cause. 

Regardless of what is your religion, get back of your churches because = 
and you should remember this — the Russian knows no religion. If that 
should ever happen, and I don’t believe it will, but if it should ever hap- 
pen, Christianity would be wiped out and we would be no better than the 
beasts of the field. So no matter what your religion, get back of and 


support your churches. . ; 
(Governor MacLaren then told several humorous stories and sang a duet 


with Colonel Drummey.)

The close of a ten year period in the history of the Company 
seems a propitious time to cast a retrospective glance over the 
records of those years and to view the accomplishments of this 
venerable Corps. As has been stated elsewhere, thirteen Annual 
Records have been published during this time, ten of them cov- 
ering the period we are considering. These Records show that 
the Company has made a substantial increase in its membership. 
On June 1, 1940 there were 551 members and June 5, 1950 
there were 638, 514 new members were admitted and 163 mem- 
bers died. These deaths, together with other losses by discharges, 
transfers, etc., have offset the gains to a considerable extent, 
yet the Company has recovered all its losses and increased its 
membership by 87 in these ten years. It is proof of what this 
Company has to offer that in its membership there are Governors 
and Lieutenant Governors of States, a member of the President’s 
Cabinet, members of State and National Houses and Senates, 
ayn all professions, judges, lawyers, doctors, etc., and

Trustees of Permanent Fund, student of History, rugged per- 
sonality, forceful and direct in speech. — Mayor GENERAL 
Beaumont B, Buck, Honorary Member 31 years, West Point 
Graduate, Distinguished Commander World War I, recipient 
Chevalier Cross of Legion from French Government, U. Ss. 
Distinguished Service Cross for leading Brigade in battle, orig- 
inated and trained First Provisional Company from members 


of our Company. — Caprain Wituiam L. WILLEY, our oldest 
member, served 62 years, Quartermaster many years, helped 
edit Roberts 4 volumes A. H. A. history. — Captary THomas 


R. Heaty, veteran Naval Captain with distinguished service in 
two wars, X-ray specialist, member of our Medical Staff, expert 
collector of antiques. — Jor Mircueti, CuappLe, member 49 
years, orator for many of our events, writer, publisher, world 
traveler, friend of Presidents, of National reputation. 


We could go into much more detail regarding this matter 
of membership, but there is not sufficient space here to do so. 
However we will mention that one of the United States Senators 
from this State has been a member for 25 years, the records 
show that the name of one of his ancestors appears on the 
original Charter of the Company, two of his ancestors have 
been Captains of the Company, and members of his family 
have been in the Company from its organization in 1638, At 
the surrender at Yorktown General Washington gave the honor 
of receiving Cornwallis’ sword to Maj. General Benjamin Lincoln, 
one of the Generals on his Staff, a member and later a Captain 
of this Company. 


Many people think of the activities of the Company as ob- 
servance of traditional events such as the June Anniversaries 
and the Fall Field Day Tours of Duty, together with Banquets,

Parties, etc. This is far from being the fact. Let us review a 
few of the serious aspects of life to which the Company has 
given its support in these ten years. During the horrible devas- 
tation of the London Blitz and-the threat to the lives of innocent 
women and children of that city, the Company undertook to 
bring English children to this country for the duration of that 
emergency. As a result of much time and effort and following 
much correspondence plans were well under way, but the matter 
never was consummated owing to the Embargo put by the 
English against removal of children. However the good inten- 
tions of the Company were well understood and appreciated. 
The same year the Company sent a relief fund of $5000.00 to 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London to help them 
in the losses they had sustained in that same Blitz. Owing to 
rate of Exchange this amounted to over $6000.00 for their use. 
During the War the Company organized among its membership 
a State Guard Company which would have been available in 
case of invasion. Some of the Officers and many of the members 
of this unit were later inducted into the country’s armed service, 
where the training in our sponsored Company resulted in rapid 
advancement. The Company purchased an Ambulance and pre- 
sented it to the Massachusetts State Guard. Later this Ambu- 
lance was presented to the State for $1.00 as the State could 
not accept it as a gift. The Company had lost the exemption of 
its members from Jury duty. This was restored. Just at the 
beginning of this period an Elevator was installed in Faneuil 
Hall, through the efforts of Captain Joseph G. Maier, an inno- 
vation much appreciated by the older members to whom the 
thought of those 77 steps was often a deterrent, The Stairway 
of the Constitution was installed. During the War Drive for 
the sale of War Bonds, the Company members bought over a 
million dollars of Bonds and subscribed to over three hundred 
thousand Series E Bonds. This resulted in having two Bombers 
named for the Company and which rendered conspicuous service 
at the front. At his own expense our Liaison Officer, Lieutenant 
(later Major, MOM) J. Edward Grinfield-Coxwell visited London 
and further cemented the bonds between the two Companies. 
A Plaque in honor of our members who had served in World 
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War II was dedicated. Still fresh in our minds is the good will 
attached to the Company, bringing children from Nantucket 
for a visit to Boston. As the Boston Herald said editorially it 
is difficult to measure the good this did to children who never 
had been off the Island. The Company also presented a Scholar- 
ship of $1000.00 to be competed for by the Newsboys of Boston. 
The visit of the Captain and the Adjutant to Belgium, with 
other members of the Centennial Legion, brought the Company 
to the attention of people who might possibly never have heard 
of it and promoted a better knowledge of our way of life. Not 
the least of the affairs which brought the Company anew to the 
attention of the citizens of Boston was the taking over of the 
floor of Symphony Hall for one of the “Pops” concerts ai 
which the Sergeants in uniform ushered and the Captain pre- 
sented Conductor Arthur Fiedler with a Loving Cup. A repre- 
sentative number of members in uniform took part in the Parade 
in Manchester, New Hampshire in honor of our member, Chief 
of Police James F, O’Neil, who had been elected National 
Commander of the American Legion. 

Only just recently the Company has renewed its sponsorship 
of the Massachusetts Military Academy of which as we have 
said elsewhere, our Past Commander, Colonel Willis W. Stover 
was a co-founder, and has voted the Academy $1000.00 for 
last year and $500.00 a year for further nine years. 

After perusing these items of recapitulation let no one decry 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
whose span of life is well over three hundred years, the names 
of whose members have been enrolled on the scroll of record 
of every war in which our country has been engaged, which 
has been foremost in every activity for the good of city, state 


and country, and which answers every call to duty with the 
one word “HERE”.

“FOR SUCH A TIME AS THIS” 


Texts: “Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you . , , and who knoweth whether thou art 
not come to the kingdom for such a time as this?” 

Matthew 7:7 and Esther 4:14 


For more than three centuries clergymen have been bringing messages 
at these June Day Reunions of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. They have spoken during times of war and times of peace, during 
years of prosperity and years of adversity, through decades of hope and 
decades of despair. Their annual messages might well be a symbol of the 
time-honored organization to which they have spoken and its progress 
through the years, and one might even suggest that their sermons were a 
continuous commentary on the times in which they were delivered. One 
cannot but wonder what the clergymen who spoke long years ago would 
say now if they were bringing the message today! 


Would they look askance at the chaotic conditions throughout our world 
and pronounce judgments of doom upon us, or would they look upon us 
as a people more favored and more blessed with greater opportunities than 
have ever before been placed at the feet of men? 


What indeed might any clergyman say in an age of skepticism, an age 
impregnated with the scientific spirit and method, an age in which secular 
education is glorified and a generation of spiritual jlliterates has been 
its by-product, an age in which a materialistic philosophy of life is being 
adopted by ever increasing numbers of people? 


Strange as it may seem, the message I bring you today is one which 
can be true to the inner dymanic of the Christian faith and yet popular 
with the thought of our age. Our texts can well be combined into a motto 
for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company for the present and for 
all the years to come. The words are those of Jesus of Nazareth, the man 
of Galilee, timely yet timeless — “ask, and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you” — and we 
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couple to this the words of Mordecai to the great Queen Esther in another 


time for decision — “and who knoweth whether thou art not come to the 
cs 


kingdom for such a time as thi 


Let us take this text, true as it is to the scientific spirit of observation, 
experimentation, organization, and classification, and apply it in three main 
areas, to Nature, Man, and God. 


I. NATURE 


One of the criteria for writing history might be man’s consistent 
progress in mastering nature and in bending it to his will. As you stand 
above Niagara Falls and see that mighty cataract ever rushing downward 
to the yawning gorge beneath, you suddenly see a small boat plying the 
waters far below you. It is a moment or two before you can adjust your 
eyes to discern its features, and if your vision is keen you may even see 
faint forms of people on its deck. You lift your eyes from that little boat 
to the eternal waters, and then back to the boat, and words of ancient 
scripture come to your mind — “what is man, that Thou are mindful of 
him?” Man seems infinitesimal when he is compared to the great handi- 
work of Nature. But before you accept your first conclusion, you suddenly 
begin to think that even though he is insignificant when compared to the 
waterfall that dwarfs him, yet man has mastered that mighty cataract and 
has channeled its force into hydro-electric power which brings light and 
blessings to thousands of others like him. You think of the development 
of steam power, of all the products of the industrial revolution, or the 
mighty turbines turning in our factories, and you realize how far we have 
come from the cave man’s crude tools of chipped stone. 


One might pose the question, “How can such things be?”, to be 
answered by saying that these things exist because for centuries men have 
been asking, and it was given them; they have sought, and they have 


found; they have knocked, and doors to nature’s secrets were opened unto 
them. 


When many of us first studied chemistry we were told that almost all 
substances were divided into either elements or compounds, and that there 
were just a few over ninety elements and a few hundred compounds. Now 
we know of many more elements and thousands of chemical compounds. 
Consider how pharmacology has advanced from the days your forefathers 
concentrated on herbs for their medicinal properties and used all kinds of 
“home-made” remedies for their ills, During the last decade we have seen 
huge numbers of plastic and ersatz substances come into our lives, and 
today the housewife uses synthetic fabrics like celanese, nylon, and the 
newest of all, oralon. 


How did these things happen? They didn’t just “happen”; they were 
the result of man’s constant asking, seeking, and knocking. However, it 
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was not long before man realized that many of these discoveries could be 
harmful as well as beneficial. For example, magnesium can be a blessing, 
but it can also be the cause of a violent conflagration when it burns. 
Adrenalin can save a life with its stimulation, but an overdose can kill us. 
Thus it was that men began to realize that most discoveries in themselves 
are neither good nor bad, It is the use to which they are put which deter- 
mines whether they become a blessing or a curse. 


In no area has this asking, seeking, and knocking been greater than in 
the realm of physics. Sir Isaac Newton made the theories of Plato, 
Aristotle, Ptolemy and Copernicus all outdated and therefore no longer 
tenable. Now even Newtonian physics have given way to a whole new 
area of nuclear and atomic fission, and the theoretical physicists are 
becoming men of the hour. The atomic bomb was developed and used, and 
now an even more portentous decision has been made to build a hydrogen 
bomb. Why? Because science has also taught men to ask, and it was given 
unto them; to seek, and they found; to knock, and doors hitherto closed 
were swung open. How true it is as Paul expressed it — every 


age sees 
in a glass darkly, but future ages see face to face. 


But this very same spirit of inquiry brought results which were not 
altogether expected. Man did ask, and he was given a bit more than he 
bargained for! He sought, and he found something more terrible and yet 
more wonderful than he ever imagined! He knocked, and out of the doors 
that were opened unto him came a Frankenstein — a monster bomb 
capable of destroying even those who had created it. Here at last the 
awful realization dawned — that whenever Nature yields up a secret she 
does so in a completely impersonal manner, and it is up to man to deter- 
mine whether the result of his inquiry is to be used for good or for ill, if 
the answer to his asking, seeking, and knocking is to become a blessing 
or a curse. 


Charles Kettering is reported to have said that if we were to cut a cube 
an inch in all three dimensions and compare it to another cube one mile 
in its dimensions, it would represent the comparison between what man 
already knows and what man has yet to discover. And so this process of 
asking, seeking, and knocking in the realm of nature must ever continue. 
But nature, we must ever remind ourselves is impersonal, and depends upon 
man to control it for better or worse. If this is the tremendous responsi- 
bility of men, then perhaps we had better examine man himself, 


Il. MAN 


To appease his insatiable curiosity, man first turned to the heavens, 
and astronomy came into being. Then to the Earth he gave his attention, 
and geology began to be studied. Only much, much later did it occur to 
man to examine himself. Now we have a two hundred inch telescope on 
Mount Palomar to scan hundreds of millions of light years into the heavens. 
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What, however, if man were to turn it around and focus it upon himself? 
Again, to discover himself man asked, he sought, and he knocked. 


To aid man to better understand himself and his fellow creatures 
biology has been of priceless help. With it came anatomy, embryology, 
gynecology, zoology, and bacteriology. Man began to put himself together 
in the physical sense, and now we have the newer disciplines of bio- 
chemistry, bio-physics, pathology, vital economics, and all the studies into 
that realm of psycho-somatic relationships. How different medical science 
is today from the time of Hippocrates, the ancient Greek acknowledged 
to be the Father of Medicine. All through the ages men have asked, 
sought, and knocked, and the spirit of inquiry goes ever onward. The 
mystery of the human cell is still unsolved, and still more asking, seeking, 
and knocking is imperative if a cure for cancer, Jeukemia, and other blights 
- on men’s bodies is to be found. 


Only in relatively recent times have men asked for answers, sought for 
solutions, and knocked on doors of the subconscious self to better integrate 
their personalities. It was in this field that Sigmund Freud, Carl Jung, 
Adler and others blazed new trails which men like Menninger, Rogers, 
Blanton and many more are charting into ever new areas through intensi- 
fied work in psychology, psychiatry, and psychoanalysis. 


To recapitulate for a moment, we have seen that nature may or may not 
be good, because man must control those natural forces which he unleashes 
through his asking, seeking, and knocking, and because man has this 
terrible but wonderful responsibility thrust upon him whether he wants 
it or not, we have been looking at man himself. In our day mankind has 
more physicians, surgeons, psychologists, psychiatrists, and psychoanalysts, 
and a host of other specialists at his beck and call than ever existed before 
in history. So it is with education — there are more schools, more acade- 
mies, colleges, and universities and other institutions of higher learning 
than were available to any other generation. We now have pre-school child 
development clinics, more educators and more education than any people 
have ever had available before. If it is simply a case of appealing to 
reason in man for him to cope with his problems, then he has more aids 
than his forefathers ever dreamed possible. But the true though sad story 
is that education has not, it would seem, permitted man to deal sensibly 
with his life and his whole culture and civilization. Appeals to universal 


reason will never alone suffice, simply because some people will always 
insists on being unreasonable. 


With all the specialists at his command, with all the educational oppor- 
tunities available, with all the glorification of reason in our day, yes, with 
all these man has still not been able to prevent two devastating world 
wars in one generation, and build a permanent peace. How close is the 
parallel between modern man and the nursery-rhyme figure of Humpty- 
Dumpty who, we are told, 
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Humpty-Dumpty had a great fall, 

And all the king’s horses and all the king’s men 

Couldn’t put Humpty-Dumpty together again.” 

Why, oh, why, then, when man has been able to exercise progressively 
greater control over nature; when he has learned more about himself 
physically and mentally than he ever knew before; when he has more 
education, more specialists, and more gadgets at his command — why does 
not man progress in making his world what he wants it to be? The ques- 
tion indeed is profound, but the answer is amazingly simple. The answer 
is that man has never learned that he cannot build the world of The 
Beloved Community alone! 


To presume that man physically as a human organism can give an 
adequate and complete defense against atomic or hydrogen power is as 
absurd as presuming that an individual standing on a watermelon could 
maintain his balance as he sailed through the swirling rapids of a mighty 
river. On the other hand, sheer intelligence and the use of reason is like- 
wise no defense against an onslaught of atomic-powered or jet-propelled 
missiles. 

It needs to be emphasized again and again that physical strength and 
mental endeavor are utterly meaningless unless they have a moral purpose. 
When man directs the strength of his body and the thought of his mind 
to a moral purpose or objective, then he comes to know something of God. 

Ill. GOD 

Here, yes even here in the realm of Divinity the same formula of inquiry 
has a place. Ask and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you. 

Abysmally slowly, to be sure, but. nevertheless quite surely man is 
learning the wisdom of the ages that he cannot ignore God. General 
MacArthur pleads for a spiritual recrudescence. Einstein, Compton, Milli- 
kan, Eddington and in our latter day Oppenheimer and Bush, the leading 
scientific thinkers of the world are emphasizing the desperate need for a 
spiritual reawakening. Only God and man together can save us from 
supping to its final bitter dregs the potion of delusion we have concocted 
by believing that man himself is capable of all things. God is the ultimate 
reality. Man can try to shove Him out the front door, but he only comes 
in the back. Always, without exception, when all else has been tried and 
has failed, when faith is faltering and hope is growing dim, man has to 
come back to the God of his fathers, the One alone that is unchanging in 
a most changeable world. 

We do not disparage, we cannot, the need for intelligent inquiry into 
the realms of natural science and into the area of man and his human 
institutions. But we must insist and we must maintain that the paramount 
inquiry today must be in the area of the Divine, always but especially 
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in our day. Today our asking, our seeking, our knocking must be at the 
doors of the Eternal Kingdom where we plead for Divine Guidance. It was 
in this spiritual arena that Jesus was thinking when he enjoined us to be 
asking, seeking, and knocking. We have been asking, seeking, and 
knocking in the realm of Nature, and she has given us a Frankenstein 
Bomb. We have been asking, seeking, and knocking in the realm of Man, 
and still he is in the distressing predicament of Humpty-Dumpty. 

Let it be our challenge, our duty, our sacred trust, to carry forward this 
spirit of inquiry into the realm of the Divine where we can be sure that 
Divine power will be released to us far greater than the discoveries of the 
technician in his laboratory and those of the psychoanalyst beside his 
couch, 

Let us remember that Mordecai said to Esther, “and who knoweth 
whether thou art not come to the kingdom for such a time as this”. Who 
can say but that we have come to the men and women of our day to spur 
them on by precept and example to be as eager in their search for God 
as they have been in their search for scientific truth. If we ask for Him, 
he will answer us; if we seek Him with all our hearts, we shall surely 
find him; if we knock on the doors of His heavenly kingdom, the portals 
everlasting will unfold. If we fail in this our mission, we betray the ancient 
and honorable faith of our fathers, a living faith, to which we would be 
true till death. 

On the battlefield in World War II lay the body of an Australian soldier 
in whose pocket was found a little piece of paper bearing these words: 

“Ye that have faith to look with fearless eyes 
Beyond the tragedy of a world at strife, 
And know that out of death and night shall rise 

The dawn of ampler life; 
Rejoice, whatever anguish rend the heart 
That God has given you the priceless dower 
To live in these great times and have your part 
In Freedom’s crowning hour, 
That ye may tell your sons who see the light 
High in the heavens — their heritage to take — 
‘I saw the powers of darkness take their flight. 
I saw the morning break’.” 


If we can be as determined in our eternal quest for the Divine as we 
are determined to perpetuate the spirit of scientific inquiry in more 
mundane matters, then when the members of this artillery organization 
are yet more ancient and still more honorable you may be able to “tell 
your sons who see the light high in the heavens — their heritage to take — 
‘I saw the powers of darkness take their flight. I saw the morning break’.” 

Yes, it is in the realm of God that we must do our greatest asking, our 
most persistent seeking, our most forceful knocking. And it may well be 
that we have come to the kingdom for such a time as this,
